some puzzling geographical features, 

Certain features about the picture

and Ipvine lost their lives in 1924,— 
have also been the subject of discus;

On one point Brig.-Gen. Bruce is 
emphatic: 

“In all these discussions about the 
pictures I want it to be made clear 
that there is not the slightest inten- 
tion of minimizing the magnificent 
results achieved by the expedition. |

general, dangér. Keeping tlie land 
clear, of course, of all material likely 
to afford winter shelter for insects’ is 
the most effective way of preventing 
cutworm attacks, but when an attack 
does occur the use of poisoned bait is 
recommended. The dominion entomol- 
ogist, Mr, Arthur Gibson, advises the 
following for the purpose: Bran 20 
pounds; paris gteen, 1-2 pound; mo- 
lasses 1 quart; water 2 to 3 gallons, 
Mix the bran and paris green thor- 
oughly in a washtub, while dry. D*%s- 
solve the molasses in the water and 
wet the bran and ‘poison mixture, 
stirring well so as to dampen the bran 
thoroughly. 

A simple formula for small gardens 
is one quart of bran, one teaspoonful 
of paris green, one tableapoonful of 
molasses, with sufficient water t 
moisten the bran. Shorts or middl- 
ings cam also be used in place of the 
bran. In gardens containing rows of 
vegetables, the mixture should 
scattered thinly along the rows| on 
either side, as soon ag the cu 
injury ie noticed, Flowering plants 
may be protected by placing a small 
quantity of the poisoned bran around, 
‘but not touching, each plant. 

It is important that the poisoned 
‘bran be scattered after sundown so 
that it will be in the very best condi- 
tion to attract the cutworms when 
they come out to feed at night.
